There was a tremendous crowd In 


Ihe courtroom during the balloting, 
and the scene was an impressive one. 
The clerk of the court read the article 
on -which the first vote was to be tak- 
en, and in alphabetical order the rotes 
were recorded. 


Chief Justice Cullen gave permission 


for all who cared to make known their 
reasons for their votes to do so, and 
the balloting was a long and tedious 
procedure. 


Informal Votes Not Significant. 


Efforts to attach significance to tbe 


Informal votes were denounced by 
many of the senators as unjust both to 
the members of the court itself and to 
the governor. It was pointed out that

SCENE AN IMPRESSIVE ONE. 


As Each Senator or Member of Court 


of Appeals Cast Ballot, His Reason 
For His Vote Wss M»de Known and 
Entered Into Rsoord—Cullsn Msk*> 
Statement. 


Albany, Oct. 17.—When the assem- 


bly met In the afternoon session tbe 
Voting on article 1 of the impeach- 
tap&t charges was immediately begun. 
As each member of the court voted he 
made • short talk, giving bis reasoni 
Cor casting his ballot, whether it was 
for or against Mr. Bulzer.

There was a tremendous crowd In 


Ihe courtroom during the balloting, 
and the scene was an impressive one. 
The clerk of the court read the article 
on -which the first vote was to be tak- 
en, and in alphabetical order the rotes 
were recorded. 


Chief Justice Cullen gave permission 


for all who cared to make known their 
reasons for their votes to do so, and 
the balloting was a long and tedious 
procedure. 


Informal Votes Not Significant. 


Efforts to attach significance to tbe 


Informal votes were denounced by 
many of the senators as unjust both to 
the members of the court itself and to 
the governor. It was pointed out that 
not only questions of fact were being 
discussed and decided in the case of 
each article, but also the legal admin 
slblllty of the article, and that, while 
a member might vote to Hdtnlt the urtl 
cle from a legal point of view on hit lu 
formal vote, he might decide that the 
governor was guilty under the evidence 
when It came to hl.s formal volt- or 
vice versa. 
In oth«r words, until ll»> 


legal aspects were decided question* 
of law and of fact would be Inextrlra 
bly Involved lu the Informal vote.

All of the eight articles at impeach- 


ment were to be discussed in secret 
sessions and Informal votes taken on 
them. 
This was for tbe purpose of 


giving each member of the court an 
opportunity to air his views and per- 
mit a mutual exchange of ideas regard- 
Ing the law and the evidence. Then, 
having thrashed out these vexatious 
problems Informally, It was believed a 
great deal of tl-ne would be saved. 


The eight articles were to be voted 


on separately In the order In which 
they en nip. The nnmea of senators snd 
judges were not to be culled in the or- 
dinary iiiHiinor of taking a roll call, 
but a» the clerk read each name he

An extra guard of police was placed 


before the doors of tbe court, and 
those Interested In the coarse of tbe 
trial ware not allowed to congregate 
lu the corridors as heretofore and were 
kept at a distance from tbe courtroom.
